; Leprosy in the Riwrlli-Wcsl. 

The comparatively recent and aiipged 
discovery of a caso of leprosy in .Min 
nesota, and ilia coiisoquent iiilcrest 
aroused, renders the present imblicutiou 
of information in regard to tlio terribio 
disease in the Nortii West interesting 
' . and reassuring as w(^ll. Dr. Charle.s 

I. Grbnvold, chairman of tlio slimding 
committee of the State Board of Health, 
has investigated the subject, and pre- 
sents tlie following facts. In ISGl, 
twelve cases of leprosy were found, -of 
■which two had originated in this conn- 
tryj while one, who came here leprou.s, 
had become well. The condition of the 
health of the lopors was better here 

■ ■ than it would have boon had they re- 
mained in Kuropo. In ISO'.) 70, a dis- 
tinguished medical gentleman, the late 
Prof. William Boecle, of Christiana, 
Norway, risited A.roerica. J-Ie found in 
Wisconsin, Iowa and Minnesota, eight- 
teen cases, all of whom had come from 
those parts of the Norwegian wo.stern 
sea coa.3t where the discaHe is epidtunic. 
In nine it coinmenci^d in Norway, an. I 
five of these had had lepers in their 
family.jln the other nine cases the dis- 
ease first commenced in this country, 

• , and the disease broke out from two and 
- one-hfilf to ten years after their arrival. 
In eight cases there were lejiers in the 
families. Those latter eases probably 
were the result of heredity. Ten lepers, 
immigrants, have died in Minnesota 
since its setLlement, seven of them in 
the last seven years, All were males 
lind had leprous relatives. T!ie results 
of investigation arc that tlie dry climate 
here is Iokh favorable for the develop- 
ment and cornniunicatioii of theiliseaHe 
than t hat of the coast. The chances of 
contagion are decidedly less than in 
Europe, and there is greater cloanli- 
netts among the settlers. But once ac- 
quired, the disease seems to run its re- 
gular course without abatement.

Bradley oonsequently took the offensive 
matter in after it had hung there some- 
thing loss than an hour.

Subsequently Bradly 
paid ."550 into Court. The onlj ques- 
tion really at issue was one of damages. 
Mr. Britton, in his defence, made the 
best of a bad case. The jury found a 
verrlict of §200 and costs in favour of 
t he plaintifl' including the .SijO. This 
was the only civil case to be tried, and 
there was no criminal business so that 
the Assizes finished on the same day 
they began.

BEA VTIFYING THE CITY. 

The coming aummer ;i large number of 
immigrants nuiy be e.xpccteil in tiiis pro- 
viiico coinprisiny all cla.sse.i fnim tlio 
tiiDiiyetl ninii who has capital to invest, 
UB well as tlio clerk, tlie niecliaiiic and 
tlie'labori-r. These will all make their 
•ntry through Victoria, the chief repre- 
sentative city, and in Victoria these peo- 
ple will recaive tlieir first impressions of 
(he province and their letters to their 
frii'iid.s will contain tlieir ideas of "iiow it 
atrikea a stranger. " Of the climate and 
picturca.nie locality of the city it.self and 
its surroundings the report can be only a 
favorable one, and, fortunately, owing to 
the new era of enterprise and progress 
that has been developed through the policy 
of the local government, the somewhat 
.statiiiiiary and inoHs^rou'ii asjicct of the 
Victoriii of only a few years ago lia.s pa.s.s 
ed away aiit^ there are evidences on every 
hand th.it bnsinesa ia brisk and that tliere 
is every disposition to go ahead. Many 
niteroUing old Iniidiimika in the shape of 
tumble down or infirm wooden buildings 
Imve disappeared, and in their places have 
arisen handsome brick I)nilding8 already 
completed or in cour.s<) of coiiHtructioii. 
The idea is, however, to make the best of 
our transition state and smarten up the 
city to the beat of our ability. One of the 
first things which strikes a stranger in 
Victoria is tlie general absence of freah 
paint, and he would be apt to suppose that 
tiiero were either no painters in the city or 
if tiiero were it must be an awful bad 
business, or that the inhabitants having 
once painted their buildings depended on 
the rain to freshen things up afterwards. 
This not only applies to stores but to 
many private residences in the suburbs. 
There is notliini; like paint for brighten- 
iiig fences and houses and making tliem 
look lively; no matter how old or out of 
date a building may be, paint it up and 
its value will be increased in every way, its 
it assumes an air of progress that nobody 
can "ainsay. One of the [,'reateat iiistitii- 
tioliBof Victoria is the ponderous wooden 
verandah, wliicli ia not only an e.xpeii.sive 
addition and iinaiylilly defacement to 
most buildings, but often fails to keep oil' 
the sun without a supplementary roll of 
calico, which would be tpiito suflicient for 
tho purpnae if properly disposed in the 
shape of a light and elegant moveable awn- 
ing which could be stowed under the 
cornice when not required. Certainly in 
wet weather a line of dripping verandah.'- 
is pleasant to walk under, but still an um- 
brella is ia as necessary «s ever, if only to 
fill up the intervals and often to supple- 
ment the waterproof structure itself. Wo 
have not a very hot sun in Victoria, nor, 
except for a few months, a great downfall 
of ruin, and it is a hopeful sign tlnit many 
people are beginning to (Hieatioii the nao 
of verandahs or that they have any shade 
beyond an uwning winch can bo supplied 
at far leas expeiiae. I'lit the chief objec- 
tion to verandahs is that they are tho de- 
spair of urchitecta as an luiHightly .'uldi- 
lion to buildings; that thiiir want of uni- 
formity gives a ahnonly appearance 
to a city, which is materially 
enhanced by their inlirmities of age and 
want of fresh paint, and if one 
verandah on a atroet iH freah painted, wliilp 
others are not, the contrast becomeK all ttit^ 
nioro glaring. H nov lUic doulits' tlie 
truth of tlui.se charges :i -I v. i-undah 
let him take a bird'seyc ,.. .■. ..i.-.ig Coveiii- 
mont nv YatcK Hin'i-tH. The- almost enliri- 
ab.f0iu'e of shadi^ trees lias often been un- 
favorably coniineiiteil on. The city council 
have muilc u very good move in introducing 
the scuvnuger in a mild form and .sweeping 
the gutters, and another against the ob- 
struction of the Kidowidks by storekeepias 
for tho display of gootls — a temptation 
which, no doubt, in some measure is to be 
laid at tho door of the verandah, but w-hich 
is never allowed in any well ordered cit v. 
Many storekeepers seem to think that tlu 
gutter is the proper place tor the sweepini^'s 
of the store instead of the ash bin, cspccial- 
' ly in the matter of waste jiaper, wliicli is 
not easy to gather up after it is wet, and 
-often has to stay there in spite of the scav- 
enger's broom. These little matters are, 
however, questions of taste and Hp]Kiar- 
ance; but there are some that go beyond 
this. Complaints are made in some local- 
ities that from various causes tho gutters 
are not sweet and should come under the 
ban ol the health officer. Qur di'uinage 
system ha? often been referred to, and no 
doubt it is very superficial and defective, 
and uud'-r dilVerciit circumstanceB would ap- 
jieal to the noses of the citizens in a far 
more emplnitic way than it does; but we 
must be contcnl at iircsenl to leave this 
matter to i>iir present enrrgetic council, 
who have an aniiile field for distingni.sliiug 
theniBelvcs in the inception of n proper 
underground drniuago system for Victoria, 
the absence of which gives rise to a variety 
of other evils which might be adverted to. 
The moral of all this is that wo have the 
means of making our city an attractive one 
if we choose to uiiilce use of them, and we 
have every incfntivc to do so iia a jirotita- 
lilo speeulutiini in the streum of travel for 
purposes of pleasure or business, that will 
increase upon us year liy year with the line 
line of steanuTS put on the route, with the 
completion of the Canadian Pacilic', and the 
overland route from California; and even 
the coming summer, with the cieursiou 
rates over the Northern Pacilic, our hotel 
acoramodatiou will in all probability be 
found far short of requirements. The 



moral and the physiciil are so intimately 
connected that neither can be iicgKctcd 
without injuring tho other. T'he teiupi r- 
auce question has lately elicited iiiiK-h dis- 
cussion, au.l the evils of gnmbUng iiud llie 
necessity of suppressing it have been 
brotiglit up in the city council and are 
awaiting further action; even tho qncstion 
of amusing ourselves is not neglected in the 
projected new o]iera hoii^e. Why, then, 
should the physical condition of the city be 
neglected or treated with iuditlerence, ;iiid 
wliy should we not miilie the best of things 
in our outward surroundingH, which aie the 
chief nu-aus of ciaiveyiiig to arc visitnrs 
those iiupressions which we are most 
ansiouR should be of a favomble and lasting 
nntun-. 



A }y^ISE COURSE. 

The house of commons has decided to 
submit the Dominion Liciuor Act tuilie 
English Privy Counci! for docisioii iii to 
its conslitutionality before putting it in 
force. The niotuui to refer was nia-ie by 
Sir Hector Liihgeviir, a member cf tlie 
ministry, and is evidence that very grave 
doubts exist in ministerial minds ii.s tu 
the legality of tho measure. Our own 
view has been strongly expressed from the 
tirst— that the law is beyond tho power.s 
of the Uoniinion legislature to pass and 
that the right to legiMlnte in such matters 
belongs exclusively to the provinces. This 
view, .vo feol confident, will be sustained 
by the privy council .

CiiJcittNATri, Onto, March '251.— A peopl. 's 
meeting wus held to-night in the Music 
Hall, to express indignation at the fniliin- 
of the cotirts to hang Henier. The history 
of the crime for which Beruor was seiiteii- 
ced to iinprisoniiient for 'iti years, is as 
follows : Will. H. Kirk wfts murdered in hi.s 
stnlile larit Fi'bniary by Bi-rner, who sIdihI 
behind the duiir, and when his victnu ni 
tered, sniaslied his licail with u huiiiiii. i. 
and robbed liiiu ot $ lb- ih. ii put thi 

body into tho wagon of the murilered man. 
and hauled it olV and dunqx'd it inni Mill 
creek, where it was found tw o days lal. i . 

As the meeting at the Music Hall ad 
jonmed, the attention of th. jn ojih w i-, 
attracted by a young mnu, who cried (mu 
■To the jnil I Come on, fellows, ami liung 
r.eruer." Although there might have bc.-n 
an intention to organize, the mob then for 
the tirst time found vent in a decided ex- 
pression. 'I'lie cry was soon taken up luid 
spread rnpidly, and the crowd niarclud tu 
the jail. The crowd aroiUKl the jail smui 
ivached 10,0(1(1 jieoph'. Tli.-r>- scuinl t.. 
be about 200 men in tlieU iid, wlui tm.k thr 
initiative in all sti'ps. l-nl said liith'. As 
soon as it was learueil in the jail tlial ihnr 
was a mob outsitlo, Sheritl' Hawkins rallnl 
ui) Fir.' Marshal Border by tclephoue, and 
the tire ahirm was sonuded, while tin 
Sheritl' and posse made ivU preparations t . 
repi l an attack. On tho way to the jail th. 
moll sei uri'd a long, heavy scantling, which 
they used as a battering rnm. They began 
operatious iiii the north side of the ildor 
and knocked a hole largi- enough |.. admit 
a man's body, through which the iiudi 
crowded thick and fust, and aljDiit .'lO 
mounted the stairs. Tin y were met hy a 
detail of polict and the .SherilV and f(uceil 
back into tlieomce. liy this time the mob 
outside had proc'uri'd a long, heavy imard. 
and placing it on an iron railing in (nuit of 
tho jail, pushed it through a window into 
tho second story. With this they broke out 
the entire sash and inside shutters and 
scrambled into the apartment of .laihu 
Brady. This successful move encouraged 
the crowd, who made ii rush for the .south 
door leading to the street from the secnml 
story, wliich is here level with the pave- 
ment. This soon giivi- way and tlic imib 
went through in great immbcrs. Tin- 
KherilV's foroe cunsistod of thirle.'ii nu ii. 
When tho inuh fUtcr«.-d, these withilrow has- 
tily into the jail pnqier, leaving between 
them ami the mob the heavy, grated iron 
doors which separated the reeeptiou-rooni 
from the cell-room. .This is at the foot of 
the stairway leading up to the eell-rooni. 

The receiilion room was jammed, and 
the luob kept calling "(.live us Beriu r ' 
Give us .Johnson !" and so on throiigli tin- 
list of iiiniderers eonliiied in the jail. 

Then- seemed to be no leader, liul liually 
a tall, muscular negro began to givi^ orders, 
and the mob (juickly obeyed. .\ sjiiice was 
cleared, .md a plank, used as a hatleriiig 
ram, was brought to bear against the irmi 
door. 

SherifT Hawkins had instructed his men 
not to fire, as he did not wish to shed hloi.d. 
He attempted to address the mob, hut they 
Ib-w by him up the winding iron stairway 
to the cells. Tin y sought lierner, hut su.oi 
(liKCovcred that he hail bei-n moved. 

They (Inui went to to the cell of ,folins..n, 
one of the luurdurcrs of the Taylor family 
at .Vvoiidale. The liorriliial [u isi mer sulVi-r- 
ed mori- than death as lie liMdied nn the de- 
termine-d men on the onlsiile. .\ [(DWerful 
plank WHS brought uj) to batter dduu tin- 
door id the cell, lull tlie small spiici- )ire- 
vellted its use with elVei t. I'.esides the 
Deputy SherilV cun-lil hold uf the plank 
and prevented ite. being useil. 

Meanwhile Cfifef of Police Reilly. bear- 
ing that the men were in the jail, eiitereil 
through the court house and tlirmij^h the 
liiiim-1 to the interior of the jail. With 
this .■iiniliiiu'il force the men were put olV 
the corridors about the c.-lls and lie- mob 
fleeiiied to De reimlseo, !J..t ., ,l,,.i n.x.l 
been tireil u)i to this time by tin- forres 
witliiii the jail. The stairway was again in 
the posschhioii uf the SherilV's furees. and a 
struggle began fcu' it. .\I tin- gate tie- 
colored ringlead(-r was sei/.i-d by Lieutenant 
Dunn, struck on the bead and draggeil in- 
side. Then the gate was closed, si verul 
others being arrested about tho same time. 
Tho buttering ram was broken in two, and 
seivcd !is a brace fur the gate. The mob 
si.-eliK d Id be repulsed, and the story wenl 
out, spreading lhiiMii.;h the outside cr.iwil 
only to inllaiiie them ninn-. Th.-ir elf,, its 
were reilonbled at all the entrances and llu- 
southern gate tu the yard was broki-ii. 

Meantime Slierili Hawkins sent an or- 
der to Col. limit, connnanding tlio lirst 
rogiment of militia, to report to him in 
the jail with all the men possible. Only 
40 men were on duty, and these wont to 
the'jail. 

As the aiildiers approached with guns 
pointed, Ollicer Von .Seggern threw ujj 
his hands and shouted: "For Ood's sake 
don't shoot here; you will kill your 
friends." Without taking tho warning 
tho command "fire" was given, and a vol- 
ley went rattling through the tunnel. 
Oihcer Means fell pierced by four balls, 
and Von Seggern w.ia sliot in the side .tnd 
head. Several of the militia were shot 
by their own guns. This volley had tho 
oB'ect of clearing the jail, but fm- two 
hours thereafter efl'urta were made In des- 
troy tho wliole building. 

A barrel of coal oil was poured dow ,. 
into tho lower part of the jail and .set on 
fire, but tho utiicers within managed lo 
extinguish it. The carpenter's shop fur- 
nished some wood and that was also tired, 
but as tho jail was mainly stone and iron 
this effort waa futile. 

Tl'.o crowd tlirew boulders and (Irod 
pistols promiscuously at the windows, and 
thn militia meantime lired from the win- 
dows at the crowd. Sheriff Hatvkina 



tried to control the firing by ordering that 
nut mure than one man tire at a time, and 
then only to frighten, tind not to kill, but 
tho men were uncontruUablA, and fired at 

the crowd, doiii'g deadly work. 

The crowd tifterwanis broke into the 
\'uter,ui Armory and Kettridge's gun store 
ami got arnns, but by the time this was 
done the crowd had thinned out, so that 
no further serious attempt was made, and 
at half past three this morning quiet was 
restored. 

CoLU.Miiiis, i\ larch '_".). — The riot alarm 
has been calling the military together for 
lialf an lionr. The Fniirteenth lleginiont 
is reaiing on its arms, waiting a special 
train to Uincinimti. The fiuir regiments 
with heiidquarlors at Dayton, huve also 
been ordered by the Governor tu call in 
for orders. • 

Tho mob he.s organized, and - marched 
up Main street with a life and druin. The 
tiring still continues w iili the prospect of 
a bloedy battle. 

The lirinu of cannon was by the mob; 
about i)0 uf the leaders of which said they 
were thirsting for revenge. It does not 
appear that tliey have produced any effect. 
Tlie police have full control of the jail, 
and the greater |iorlioii of tho mob has 
ctis|)crsed. .loseph Stein, a member of 
the patrol wagon, who w.ia sliot, is dead. 

One of the nio.'il melancholy events of 
the night was the killing uf Captain John 
Desmond. Ho had been apprised of tho 
purpose to burn the court house at night, 
and was sent with a sipiad of militia to 
try and put eiil the lire. The nudi lire il on 
liiinanil a ball ciMslied ihrongh his head. 
At the aanie time private Magnire was 
shot through the breast and fatally hurt. 

Tliere waa no use now trying to slop the 
incemliaries. They went from ofHco tu 
otlice starting fires, and in a few minutes 
the windows were all broken and all inside 
the court house gluvvcd like a furnace. 
The lire engines were powerless, because 
the lircnien refused to go out without an 
escort of troop.T, and, second, because the 
crowd could easily have cut the hose and 
preventetl using the engines. So the 
tire had its own way. Oflice after oflice 
v.-a.s reached by the iLiiiie.s. Aa the Ibiurs 
fell and crashed the ciMwd clieereil. A 
deep feeling against the militia was mani- 
feal all the time. Now and then during 
the fiirenoon stones were thrown at Iheiu 
wheiu'ver the opportunity oll'ered. Tliis 
became so annoying that 08 far aa practi 
able they were placed next the people. 

iMarcli 150, [in. m. — Tho lire alarni has 
just sdiiiided from Court and Vine, live 
anuares from the court house, caused by 
a lire in the treasurer's olhce, which is lui 
tho tirst Hour of the court house. 'J'here 
is also an immense tire in front of the 
Second National Bank, at the corner of 
Court and Main streets, directly opposite 
the treasurer's otliee. Tlie ninb are liring 
I revolvera, throwing boulders and yelling. 
1 The mibti.i lired into the mob from llie 
I coMi i liDiise, hill a,s no liurm was done, so 
! far as known, a la supposed they used 
bl.ink cai tridges. The mob isgreater than 
last night. There are more drunken men 
in It, and wild rumors are afloat that the 
I 1111)1) has a (|iiaiitity of dytianiite, 
! W hen the inllamnialde sub.slance w-aa 
thrown into the treasurer's nllice, the 
troojjs lired ball and drove the mob back 
to \ ine street. 

The treasurer's ollice ia doomed. 
The crowd are threatening to ilestroy 
lluiit'.s Imtel, on \ino street, near First, 
owned by Col. E. Hunt, commanding the 
Fast Itegimont. Tho guests are hurrying 
fruin the place. 

The troops from Columbus are momont- 
airly expected, when the trouble must be 
worse. Travel on the streets is becoming 
daiieeri us. 

Ci.M i.s.s.vri, iMarch 2i), 11 p. m. — It ia 
uniored that tho mob has captured a (iat- 
ling gun from tho police. Powell's gun 
slure has been broken into, -and the mob 
are getting all the available arms and am- 
munition. 

It is re; I'rtecl that eight poraons have 
been killed. The lire is still raging at the 
ciiurl house, and it seeina impo.saible to 
save the slructiiro. 

When the mob had rubbed I'owell's gun 
store it was fired. A patrol ^vagmi re 
sponded to the alarm, and tho mob lired, 
killing one man and wounding others 
The lire was, however, exliiiguiHlied. 

( )n tile iipeiiiiig tin-, about 8 p. m., four 
or live p(U'aons vvere killed and as many 
wounded, including, aa reported, tvvo 
women nn Court street. 

It is impossible to tell how many are 
dead and wounded. There are nine dead 
bodies in the morgue; one is that of Dug- 
the fiirnit lire manufacturer. 

Seven dead men are in the Anzeiger 
ollice, at Vine and C.iiial streets. Three 
dead men are at Canal and Vino, but 
could not be reached. 

The firing upon (he iiiob has boon 
mtu'ciles.s, U'hetliur by (Jailing gun or 
by soldiers cannul now be tohl, as noth- 
ing has been heard from inside the jail 
for the past hour. 

No one can yet estiniale tho lo.ss of life 
or the injury by wounds. At Hobeg'a 
four dead men, unknown, are lying, and 
at the Cincinnati Hospital areas many 
more, while twenty or more wounded are 
there. 

(.'iNi l.SN.vTI, March 130, 3.4,') a.m. — Com- 
parative ?piiet is restored. The mob has 
dispersed. 'I'hu dead arc still lying on the 
streets in the vicinity of the conflict. It 
is safe to estimate that the number of tho 
killed is from nO to 75. Only a small por- 
tion iif thom have been identilied or ttieir 
names discnveied. The niiiiDr about the 
killing of C'ol. Hunt and Lieut. O'Mara is 
found to be false. There were three or 
four aligiit casualities in the jail. Tho 
colonel of the Fourth Regiment has nut 
yet been able to collect his men, but Col. 
Church, of the (Jovernor's staff, is en- 
deavoring to get him to join the rest of 
tile cnniinaiid. 

Cl.NciN.N A ri , Marcli oO. — At daylight 
this morning the associated press reporter 
walked through the quarter uf the city 
where the stormy scenes of the previous 
night had betn enacted, over the ruins of 
the trca.surer's nflice. In tho northern 
part of the building tile lire ia still visible, 
while from other portions of tho iiiina 
white colored smoke and steam was rising 
as the water thrown by tho engines full 
into tho burning contents. Only pools of 
blood here and there in the trampled dnat 
or on the brick sidewalk were to be seen. 
Only an hour before, on .Sycamoro strcel, 
before the court house, lay four or live 
(load bodies of drunken or voiiLureMoino 
men, whom, in spite of the policemen's 
warning, had gone beyond the limit per- 
mitted by tho militia, when they fell un- 
der tho tire of the militia. 

Lov Ki.A.Nj), Marck 29. — A mob lioardcd 
the cars in search of Beruor, biit could 
not liiid him, and ho was safoly lodged in 
the Columbus penitentiary.

Brief Sketch of n Noted Career. 

News was received Sunday of tho death 
of iMadame .-\iiiia Bishop in Now ^'ork 
City on the 18lh March of apoplexy, after 
an illiieaa of only two days. Madame .\n- 
iia l'iahii[i's age was 7- years. She was 
born in London. llur extraordinary 
powers as a vocalist early attracted atten- 
tion and after receiving the benefit of an 
Italian education she made her dcbiil in 
London, achieving a brilliant success. 
Early) in life she married Sir Henry 
Bishop, tiie great English composer; but 
after a short period of cunnubial infelicity 
with Sir Henry she came tu America with 
Boxer, a then celebrated musician. Thirty 
years ago the Madame came to San Fran 
CISCO \\ hen the population fiiroro to hear 
iier aiug was ainiost as great as it ia now to 
hear (leiater and Patli. .-Vt .San Francisco 
alio met Mr. Sliultw, a prominent citizen, 
ami inarrii'd him. Tho coujilo with a 
company took passage in a barque for 
.-\ustralia and in niid-ocean the vessel 
sank, carrying with it tho Madame's ward- 
robe and juwdlry, valued at .S."<0,()()0. The 
pnsai.'ngers and crew eaicaiied in open boats 
and were afterwards picked up and taken 
to Melbourne. A series of concerts were 
given in .-iustrali;'. and afterwards in Eu- 
rope. In '.hiO the Madame came to the 
Pacific coast again. She visited Victoria 
in 1871 and again in 1874. Although at 
an advanced age her voice w.ia still full of 
aweel neas and power. .Since leaving the 
coast and until her death Madame .-^iiuh 
Iti.iho]! resided in New York, supporiiiig 
herself by giving lessons in vocalisin.

The sec- 
ond, eight pages in length, describes in 
narrative form and with somewhat more 
formal diction for the use of advanced 
classes, the history, geography, chief phy- 
sical features, climate, scenery, soil, pro- 
ducts, trade and government of the prov- 
ince. This latter is illustrated with tliree 
o.xcellent wood cuts from photographs of 
"salmon ascending a creek," "a forest 
scene," and the "result of a day's luiiit," 
which help the mind through the eye. 
TherL! has not been, hitheiti), any gmiJ 
account of the pioviuce in the Canndiaii 
school books. Sutlioioiit S[):ice h.is buun 
given to Urilish Columbia in them; l)iit 
nothing e.\i.si.s in the "Question and Ans- 
wer" form for the young, and the inform- 
ation is taken from books long since su- 
perseded.

The two gentlo- 
men in attendance (M"cu[iied tho second 
carriage, which was alio a hired one. Then 
they drove through tho Alpine like scen- 
ery and the village of Ballachulish, which 
the Queen had previously seen, and where 
ill 18tif) the Princess Louise and her fav- 
orite daughter Alice made some Hketches.

adviirtisiiig a? well as thoir iioiva 
anil editorial departments. Thoy 
are aa fresh in their advertise- 
ments as in their complete news, their 
varied correspondence and their crisp crit- 
icidin.H u|)on tho events of tho day, and 
tho bungling tyjiograpliy formerly orhib- 
itod in displaying advertisements has 
given place to the most artistic presenta- 
tion of business displays. The progros.sive 
newspaper neverpreaents a page of adver- 
tise m8nt<i, atid soidom ao much Hi a oal» 
uinn, in sameness for two consecutive 
days. Its advertising columns are as 
valuable as its news coluinna, and one 
must be as fresh and artistic as the other.

Tlu- Empress Eugenie, who 
is very fond uf hor, iievor failed to .-isk 
permission lo pay a visit. It u-.-ia tholim- 
preas herself who placed the croas of the 
Legion of Honor on the breast of the 
great woman artist. Bor lire ai Bye is 
l^ko that of Noah ii> tho ark. .She ia very 
happy with her animals, and her cciiatant 
association with thoin has rendered her 
very caressing in her manner toward hu- 
man beings. From her infancy she has 
Worked hnrd. \l the ago of 13 she anld 
hor pictures for .'iOO fraiios o.ioli. What a 
changei In 1803 a Belgian named (iain- 
bard bought the "Uorso Pair ' for S^S.OOO, 
made the tour of the world with it, sold 
the engravings, and since that time has 
made a colossal fortiine. 

From the pictures of Roa.a Bonlieur she 
is better known in .•\inorioa and England 
than in France, hcciiuse her pictures are 
bought by foreigners. Tho Luxembourg 
has but one of her pici urea ■ ' 'The IMoiigh- 
ing in tho Niveriiais "-— and in fact she 
dooB not belong to lioraelf. Her pictureH 
are sold hefore they are paititecl, but she 
never delivers the work so long as sihe has 
a criticism to make— never until hor con- 
acienco is fully satisfitd. Roaa Bunhour 
wishes to live hidden from tho public; 
never seeks popularity; loves her art for 
itself, and not for the renown it brings 
her.
